This  bibliography  has  been  prepared  by  Messrs,  Rodger 
Swearingen  and  Paul  Langer  as  part  of  their  forthcoming 
book  on  communism  in  Japan  to  be  published  later  this  year 
under  the  auspices  of  the  International  Secretariat  of  the 
Institute  of  Pacific  Relations,  Though  it  will  also  be 
included  in  the  book,  the  bibliography  is  now  being  made 
available  in  mimeographed  form  for  limited  distribution  to 
research  workers  and  libraries,  in  the  belief  that  it  may 
encourage  and  facilitate  further  study  of  Japanese  politi¬ 
cal  and  ideological  movements.  For  this  reason  care  has 
been  taken  to  indicate  in  what  libraries  in  the  United 
States  many  of  the  items  listed  can  be  consulted.  The 
compilers  will  be  glad  to  receive  comments  and  suggestions 
for  future  improvements  in  the  list.  They,  and  not  the 
Institute,  are  responsible  for  the  selection  and  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  present  list.

Introduction 


This  bibliography  comprises  the  major  Japanese  lan¬ 
guage  publications  dealing  specifically  with  the  Commun¬ 
ist  movement  in  Japan,  In  addition,  a  certain  number  of 
handwritten  and  typewritten  Japanese  government  documents, 
now  available  to  scholars  in  this  country,  have  been  in¬ 
cluded.  Material  on  related  subjects  has  been  listed 
only  when  the  particular  item  is  of  special  significance. 

The  bibliography  is  divided  into  Primary  and  Second¬ 
ary  Sources. 

Part  I,  Primary  Sources,  has  been  further  divided 
into:  (a)  Japanese  Government  Documents  (the  classifica¬ 

tion  “confidential"  or  "secret"  which  appears  after  cer¬ 
tain  items,  is  that  of  the  issuing  Japanese  government 
agency)  and  (b)  Japanese  Communist  Party  Publications  * 

The  latter  category,  as  defined  for  use  in  this  compila¬ 
tion,  is  limited  to  the  following:  (1)  Publications 
bearing  the  imprint  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Japan  (2) 
Boohs  by  authors  who  were  at  the  time  of  publication  of 
their  works  either  members  of  the  Central  Committee  of 
the  Communist  Party  of  Japan  or  representatives  of  that 
organization  in  the  Japanese  Diet. 

Part  II,  Secondary  Sources,  represents  a  wide  range 
of  political  hues.  Thus,  in  this  section  will  be  found 
the  writings  of  Communists  and  Communist  sympathizers, 
former  Communists  and  a  large  number  of  more  objective 
studies . 

Japanese  periodicals  and  newspapers  are  not  within 
the  scope  of  this  compilation.  However,  mention  should  be 
made  of  Zenei  (Vanguard),  the  monthly  publication  of  the 
Communist  Party  of  Japan  and  of  Akahata  (Red  Flag),  the 
official  Communist  newspaper.  These  two  publications  re¬ 
present  the  most  valuable  sources  of  information  on  the 
Japanese  Communist  Party’s  postwar  program,  strategy  and 
tactics . 

A  small  number  of  publications  and  documents  which 
are  of  value  as  an  introduction  to  the  subject  have  been 
annotated  and  placed  ahead  of  the  bibliography  itself. 


We  should  like  to  express  our  gratitude  to  those 
friends  without  whose  generous  assistance  this  compila¬ 
tion  would  have  been  impossible.  Dr.  Edwin  G.  Beal  and 
his  staff  at  the  Library  of  Congress  greatly  facilitated 
our  research  by  aiding  us  in  the  survey  of  the  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  uncataloged  Japanese  material.  Dr.  Nobu- 
taka  Ike,  Curator  of  the  Japanese  and  Korean  Collections 
at  the  Hoover  Institute  and  Library,  was  most  helpful  in 
placing  the  resources  of  the  library  at  our  disposal.

This  official  history  is  a  revised  edition  of  the  late 
Ichikawa’s  testimony  in  the  famous  Communist  trials  of 
the  early  thirties,  published  in  1932  by  the  Central 
Committee  of  the  Communist  Party  of  Japan  (cf.  Item 
No.  73).  Practically  no  names  or  locations  are  indi¬ 
cated.  Many  details  have  been  either  omitted  or  in¬ 
tentionally  distorted.  This  postwar  edition  contains 
also  a  short  introduction  by  the  Secretary-General, 
Tokuda  Kyuichi  and  brief  excerpts  from  the  trial  pro¬ 
ceedings.
